is made up of pciv:oiis who are in close 
politienl touch wit:U the. government. Its 
:lni.siness coiisist« of receiving orders ior 
supplies required for tSie Intercoloniiil 
a-ailway, and in furnistbihg tlio goods at 
a- figure ia ladvaivee of that which the 
makers charge. TIuh is an interesting 
operation, and it ought to yield a fat 
profit to the parties interested. 



ELECTION PURITY. 

In the case of Roc'he versus Rordcu. 
at the e.vamiuntion for di.scovery in 
•Halifax tlhe other day, Mr. Rordcu, the 
newspaper Tcport of the i)rDcoeiling.s 
says, to the surprise of everybody ap- 
ipcured -and insisted upon 'being exam- 
ined, altlibugh upon the advice of cotin- 
-scl :he was not legally nwund to come. 
Hi.s c-viucnce, as might 'be uxpectod, was 
clear and straightforward. He declared 
that be fliad no understanding of tiny 
kind, eitlicr directly or indirectly, with 
auy one regarding political matters or 
public affairs. Ho stated that outside 
his public utleranecs there wam no ar- 
rangement or agreement of any kind 
with any person, coriwratiou or individ- 
■uar'.TCli€i''eby. either lie or ttlic Conserva- 
tive ".piirty "would ibo restricted if rc- 
turne<l to pqjvSjrl.ftiHe; luul always, both 
publicly and privately, insisted on the 
Conservatives running clean elections 
<ind spending no money in corrupt prac- 
tices. , . , , 



GREAT BRITAIN AND CANADA. 

•Sir Thomas SImughnessy at a meet- 
ing of the Canadinn Club in London on 
Wednesibiy evening treated bis liear.^rs 
to some rather plain talk. W'c !ire> in- 
formed that the colonial secretary was 
present, but Sir Thomas did not hesi- 
tate to criticize severely the tjeglcct of 
I'ritisli ministers to visit (.'aiiada and in- 
fci-eutially other <'o!onies, and become 
aLiiuaiuteil with the actual condition of 
the Empire they were', called .upon- to' 
govern. He referred "in particular to the 
fact that the periuanciit head of the 
Canadian department of the colonial of- 
fice, and expressed astoiiislinieut at the 
fact that, that official had never set foot 
in Canada. In the opinion of '^liis 
.speaker such an official should spend nt 
least three months of each year in the 
llominioii. Sir Thomas Sliaughnessy 
also referred to the statement madi; to 
liiiu, thai, no British minister had ever 
visited this country,' a condition of 
things rcciuiring atteulion. He evident- 
ly struck !i ■ responsive key in the 
breasts of his audience, because the ca- 
ble iiifonns us that "general (dieers" 
greeted his rciiiarks. 

One senteucc in Sir 'I'lioiiias Shaugli- 
nessy's speech is siguificant and .as it is 
strongly in lino .with contentions made 
by the Colonist from time to time 't is 
worthy of reiirodnetion : 

"A few years ago when tru<le ques- 
tions were discussed, between Canada 
and the United States wo" were treated 
with something in the nature of con- 
tempt. .Vre wo going lo iiermit the 
Rockefellers, Carnegies, Hills and oth- 
er men who infliienee the TJiiited States 
lo force upon Canada trade relations 
that may lend lo the most complicated 
results in thu future? Are we to sit su- 
pinely by and lei them determine what 
shall be ('anad.i's fntiireV 1 do i.ol. 
know by wli.it lueans we can prevent 
tliora carrying their objects into prac- 
tice, but whether by free trade or fair 
trade or a combination of free trade nr.d 
f;iir trade, we must attempt to do :t." 

Lord Stralbcona, who followed, wo 
are told, was equally. frankfytlW^ 
gist of his remarks is not given. It is 
linie, niidoiililedly, that .such seiitiunnts 
as these shoilhi have general nllenlioii 
paid to I hem, and the proudiieuee given 
to lliein through their iitteniiice by men 
of the standing of Sir Thomas Sliaugh- 
nessy and Lord Strathcona cansiot fail 
lo have this efToel. 

We have eiriphiisized the danger wliicji 
exists of weakening I he lies bin ling 
Canada lo the Empire through insidions 
attempts to develop n.isetiHnicni^^^^^ C.m- 
adiiiii indepcndeiiee,' while, on tlio oilier 
hand, an eciiuilly insidious I'limpaign is 
going on in other directions lo culliv.ite 
closer political and trade relalions with 
the United Slates. .lust the other day, 
last week, in fact, Andrew Carnegie, ami 
a few of his literary nnd professional 
friends nero,ss the line, paid a. visit to 
Ottawa to open one of the libraries pre-

Of course, 
he spoke very diplomatically about 
"tJanada absorbing the United Slates," 
whereas on the other side of the line it 
is always of the United States absoid)- 
iug Canada, and lie painted a very pret- 
ty pietui'c of :Oannda •wltb ono.^iand ex- 
tended to Uncle Sam and the other lo 
.lohn Bull, leading these , two worthies 
to the fulfillment of n cqiiiinou and 
great destiny. ■ .;' • - 

This is very beautiful to lure Can- 
adians into the net of reciprocity and 
annexation, and Sir Thomas Sliaiigli- 
uessy's note of warning to liie [n-ople of 
tTieat Britain comes none t^) so in. While 
the infiuenccs to wliich ne have le- 
ferrcd are nt work in Canadii, paving the 
W!iy for the consolidation of interests ou 
the North .\.mericnii continent, imblie 
opinion and particularly iiolitieal epiu- 
ioii, is apathetic on the sulii N-t. 
Great Britain's inleresis in the Dominion 
are being neglected, and so on this, c •ui- 
binntion of circumstances Will continue | 
until (Jreat Britain will find herself 
without self-governing colonies and -n a j 
position of allcnsbip on the fringe of a i 
eousoUdatcd Europe, as Carnegie hiiusclf j 
liredicts. The danger of the llrilish jieo- 
ple in Creat Britain, is their conlid.-'nt 
insularity and coeksnrediiess.

THE Mersey IJncks .-ind Harbor Board 
will ask j-'arllament for a grant of 
power to make very extensive im- 
provementa at the north end ot tho 
Liverpool docks.

THIRTEEN for "a baker's dozen" had 
its origin in the reign of Edward II., 
when the - 'laws regulating the pur- 
veyors of food stuffs were most 
rigidly enforced. Among tho other decrees 
WAH one (o tho effect that a certain amount 
of bread must 'bo sold for a penny, and 
light weight was punished with tiie pillory. 
In order that there nilght be no (luestion. 
It became the custom to throw In an extra 
loaf when a .^hilling's w-orth wa.s pur- 
cliased, and so thirteen became the baker's 
dozen. 

Tho loaf was al.so called the "advantage 

loaf," but this phrase ha6 almost been 

forgotten, though the "baker's dozen" l.s 

frequently used. In 1610, when Henry 

Hud.son discovered the bay bearing his 

name, he gave the title of "The Baker's 

Dozen" to the thirteen small Islands clus-

made many practical .suggestions. Dr. 
l''raHer has done grand work for Sun- 
day schools during the seven years he 
has been In charge of that department 
ot! church work. He has brought the 
Sunday school literature to that high 
.standard which places it Kocond to 
none, either in Canada or the United 
States. Dr. Herdniaii .and Dr. Mac- 
Laren met with the home mission and 
augmentalloii coniinitlees, the one be- 
ing the superintendent and the other 
tile general secretary of the homo mis- 
sions of the church, and gave practi- 
cal suggestions. 

The ladies' guild of St. Andrew's 
church sent an invitation to the mem- 
bers of the synod and their wives to' 
luncheon on -Friday in the lecture 
room. The brethren, with beaming 
faces in anticipation of good times 
and hearty fellowship around the well 
laid tables, accepted the Invitation 
with thanks galore to the ladies. 

Foreign Mission Work. 

The first business taken up in the 
afternoon was the foreign mission 
work, which was Introduced by the 
foreign mission report, submitted by 
Rev. Dr. Campbell. The report re- 
viewed at considerable length the 
work among the Indians at Albernl, 
Ahousaht, Ucluelet, and Dodger's'! Cove, 
which showed the condition of 'af- 
fairs to ' be In _ excellent ' order. At 
Dodger's Cove . and Ucluelet there are 
good day ' schools, , and at, Albernl and 
Abpusahti; there are boarding schools, 
whrch''ar!p,''d6ifig;goo'a work In training 
this' Indian boys'iarid" girls, not only in 
the elementary branches; of i.'educatlon, 
and in the "Word; of ; God,, but also In 
farming, . gard§rilng,.-;r^hq'u'^ekeeplnB,

Home Mission Work. 

The Rev. W. Leslie Clay, In absence 
of the convener, presented the home 
ml:;.slon rci)ort, which was carefully 
prepared, showing that the vast ter- 
ritory of British Columbia, Alberta, 
and the Yukon are under the super- 
vision of the .synod. In the bounds 
are 203 congregations and mission 
Holds, of which 44 are self-sustaining, 
27 in the augmented class, and the 
others arc mis.slon tlclds receiving aid 
from the cliurch's inl.sijion fund. Dur- 
ing the year thirty new Holds were 
opened, which indicates largo church 
cxten.sion. 'I'he 132 mission fields con- 
tributed over $li),000 for the .Hujjport uf 
ordinances, and over $1000 for the 
.schemes of the church, which is a 
good .showing for small and weak con- 
gregations in frontier and pioneer sel- 
tiomiintH. Through the generosity ot 
the Rev. Dr. Gordon, of Winnipeg, and 
his congregation, tliree insULutloiial 
cluirchos arc being orocted in the 
bounds, which churches ;irc a new de- 
partnro in Iho west, and il is hoped 
that oilier ininistcrs and coiigrcsatiDns 
ill the wealthy centres will follow llie 
load oC Dr. (Jordon and lii.s churcli. 
The Sunday schools arc beginning to 
support mlKslonarloH in remote fields, 
which carricH with U the double bcne- 
hl of supplying the gospel to other 
and of cultivating the nilssiunary spirit 
ill the children of the Suiulay schools. 
Tlie general as.sembly'a foreign mission 
■ •uiiiniUtf^e has' been very librral 
wards the work in the synod, while tin; 
<oiitribulloiis of the congregations ot 
the synod arc somewhat disappointing. 
'I'he year's advance may be summar- 
ix.ed as I'oIIowh; Seven mi.sslon fields 
bncanie solf-sustainlng; 12 mission 
Holds were raised to the status of aug- 
inenlod charges; 21 student field.s wore 
given the ;Uatus of ordained ini.ssion 
liolds; 30 new holds wore occupied; 
];! now churches and 13 now niansos 
were built. On the question being 
raised In connection with the scarcity 
oC young men for the mliil.slry, why 
so few young nion wore studying with 
a view to the gospel niinlKtry, vlgoi-- 
ouK addresses were made by several 
mombor.s of the court. Rev. D. Mac- 
Rae maintained thai while lie; wouM 
not lake .soci.ind i)laco to any In advo- 
cating that consecration of the Ki)irU, 
lovo to Cod anil man, should bo the 
main liicoiitivo to cn'er the niliilstry, 
yet the ministers of the gnsjiol did not, 
in IhlH generation, got that coii.sidera- 
tion from the church and lli.anclal 
.support from the jieople, that Ihcy 
ulimild. That lalontcd (JhrlKllan young 
moll liad in this ago oponiiigs bofmo 
tlioin In which they could sorvu tlud 
and man for the betlermont of man- 
kind and the glory of Cod, backed up 
by an income from their secular pur- 
suit that -would koop them »;iid their 
families In comparative comfort and 
onable thein to e.xorcise liberality to- 
wards tlie expansion of the gospel, 
and ihey .sdectod soi'uliir jnirMiits In 
Iiroforcnco to cntoring the inlnislry of 
llio church. Rov. Joseph McCoy and 
olhors followed in the same line of 
thought, while othor.s maintained that 
11 caiidldnto for the ministry should 
not take Iho matter of niianclal .siiji- 
])ort.lnlo consideration at all, and Uiat 
the church should not tlx the minimum 
salary, as now, but should fix tho 
maximum, which should be much be- 
low the Balaiy received by some min- 



ister's. The advocacy of :-;he principle 
of the "bare-footed- friar" of mediaeval 
limes did \riot':l 'receive much favor In 
tho court, arid, the common sense view 
of the first speaker was '-apparently 
that which had. the sympathy general- 
ly of both lay and clergy; vis., more 
liberal support . by the church, and 
more sympathy with the ministry by 
the people generally Avould lead young 
rnen to devote themselves In larger 
numbers to the work of the gospel 
ministry. Men are not yet artgels. 
Stirring .Addresses. 
The . evening session was of a public 
character, \yhen very stirring addresses 
"6ri*augme'ntatlon and homo missions 
'were iglven' by Dr. Herdman and Dr. 
McLaren. Both rose to the occasion, 
and those who have often heard them 
on previous occasions, and that with 
power, declared tliat on this occasiou 
they outdid themselves. Dr. McLar- 
en's word pictures of the work among 
the Galicians and Doukobors in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan %vere vivid, 
and impressed a picture on the minds 
of the audience of the solf-sacrillce 
and liard.s-hip of our missionaries there 
which will not fade for many years to 
come. Rev. Dr. Frasor dealt willi lit- 
erature in our Sabballi schools. The 
doctor has a fine apiicarance, thought- 
ful, Intolligeiit, making at once the 
impression on you that there stands 
before you the man, Ihe rolined scliolar, 
and tho Chrlsllan gonlleman. As ho 
warms to his subject, you forget tiie 
man that Is speaking, and you become 
absorbed in the subject, as he carries 
you through the ton publlcallons of llio 
coniinlUee of wh.lch ho Is chairman, 
and the worlc of which ho is mana.gcr, 
the "Jewels," the "King's Own," the 
"JSast and West," the "iMontlily," and 
the "Quarterly,"- are known In evetw 
Presbyterian congregation and home 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
Halifax to Victoria. Dr. Fraser's pen 
is one of tho most facUo, and his 
mind one of the most versatile, of 
Sabbath school editors olUier on this 
or on the otlier side of the broad At- 
lantic.
